Miss Wilson Injects New

March 26, today gave sensational testi- 
mony that Jacobe had told her of the 
birth in a Fort Wayne hospital of a 
child to the "other woman"' in the case, 
that he was the father of it and that tt 
had died. 


This "second woman" is -^aid to have 
resided in Monroeville. 
but 
the dis- 
closure of her name has so far been 
pi evented by the state. 
3Iiss 
Wilson 
toid of two letters frcr.i 
Monrut- 
viLe woman to Jacobs thai had come 
into her possession and now idrntified 
and in the hands of the court, l)ut not 
yet admitted iuto the evidence. 
A hot 
battle of counsel ensued from the ef- 
forts of the defense to get the name of 
the woman disclosed 
and 
the l-tters 
read. 


Miss Wilson testified that she had had 
a 
conversation 
with Jacobs about 
the 
Monroeville woman and the lawyer at 
the time told her he did not love this 
woman, that 
"the child .is dead'' and 
that he was under no legal compulsion 
to marry her and would not because li^? 
did not want to wed her. 


Miss Wilson says that at first J!icob=5 
denied the existence of the letters, but 
afterwards admitted them and dc>tail.>d 
the taking of the woman to Fort ^^ a\ i/o 
for an operation, saving he was pres- 
ent. 


Prisoner Near Collapse. 


But one witnr,-s was examined this 
morning before the prisoner was called 
to 
the 
stand. 
Miss 
\Vilson 
betrayed, 
great nervousness 
during 
the ordeal, 
frequently closed her eyes, showed the 
great stress under which she labored by 
a t^vitching of the muscles of her face 
and her efforts to control herself. .Sev- 
eral times during the dav she was ne:ir 
collapse and for that reason the i\!C(sscs 
were 
prolonged. 
She 
s))oke at 
Mines 
languidly and at other times with con- 
siderable dramatic vehemence. 


Much of her ti'stim:;ny was brought 
out to support both contentions of the 
defense, that she was insane and that 
she acted in self-defense. 


Mother Was Insane, 


The pri.soner testified that she was s. 
native of Kentucky and that her mother, 
at the age of 40 years, had become in- 
sane. 
She told of tl'.e excessive drink- 
ing by Jacobs and that he had indulged 
in deep potations the day of the tragedy. 
She gave for the first time to the pub- 
lic her version of the shooting. 
Jacobs, 
she said, came in about 9 o'clock 
that 
night and seated himself in the dining 
room. 
She was .seated near the 
stove 
and had back of her neck in tlie chair 
the eu-shion under which she is sai(l to 
have concealed the v.eapon with which 
she 
slew 
the 
lawyer. 
She 
had 
been 
suflfering all day 
intensely with head- 
ache, she said. 


Had Bottle of Poison. 


Miss Wilsofi said Jacobs arose, placed 
a bottle labeled "jjoison" on the table 
and said: 


'•Well, I see you are not dead yet.

be determined," said Mr. Bailey as he 
took his seat, "and if this suit may 
serve to enlighten the country, all the 
labor, expense and bad feeling it has 
caused will not be in vain."

Syracuse, N. Y., May 21.—After once 
reporting an illegal verdict to the court 
in favor of Theodore Boosevelt the jury 
trying Win, Barnes' suit for libel failed 
today, in more tlian four hours of ad-, 
ditional deliberation to arrive at a ver- 
dict that was legal.

said their client was perfectly willing ro 
divide the costs if there was any way 
in which it could be done. 
They made 
it plain in the presence of the defendant 
that a verdict was the thing desired re- 
gardless of costs. 


Mr. Barnes was not present in the 
court room when the jxrry came in, hav- 
ing returned to his home in Albany 
last night. 


Shortly before 2:30 o'clock this aft- 
ernoon no word having come from tbe 
jury room." I Justice Andrews announced 
that he was gqing to his' home and that 
in case à 'proper verdict should be found 
before 5 o'clock he should be sent for. 
If• nof Verdict was returned by-that time, 
Justice Andrews said that court should 
be adjomTied until 10 o'clock'tomon'ow 
morning- and the 'jury locked up. 


In case it reachetl a verdict during 
the night the jury was to put it in 
writing, seal it and turn it over to a 
court attendant.

Bankers Believe They Were 


Put in Circulation in 


Fort Wayne. 


Officials of the various banking Institu- 
tions In Fort Wayne issued a warning 
Friday for the publie to examine very 
carefully 
five-dollar 
bills of the Indian 
head variety. 
Several 
counterfeit bills 
have made 
their 
appearance at local 
banks within the last two days, the dis- 
covery- that they were counterfeit being 
made at the First National bank and Old 
National bank. 


That the bills were counterfeited in Fort 
Wayne or in a nearby town is the opinion 
of bank officials who have examined the 
bills. 
They are slightly blurred, indicat- 
ing that they were passed out before they 
had thoroughly dried. 


As soon as a counterfeit bill makes its 
appcarance anywhere in the United States 
bankers who are subscribers of the Na- 
ti«.r al Counterfeit Detecters are immedi- 
ately notified by postal. There has been 
no ijotiflcation of a counterfeit flve-dollai' 
bill of the same variety as has been 
shown up here. 
This leads bank officials 
to believe that the bills were first passed 
out in Fort Wayne. 


While the Imitation Is crude In a way 
to the average individual they would pass 
wlthotit being detected. 
That the coun- 
terfeiting was done by an expert ei:g;-aver 
is cfcrtain. 
The bills bear the check letter

is Injured. 


Damage estimated at several thou- 
sand dollars was done at 7:15 o'clock 
Friday morning by a tornado that cut a 
path an eighth of a mile wide thi-ough 
the west* end of the village of Areola, 
nine miles west of Fort Wayne, and 
which continued its path of destruction 
north as far as Everett lake. 


A large grain elevator owned by tho . 
Farmers' Equity Exchange, a •"•o-opera- 
tive concern at Areola, was lifted from 
its foundation and thrown across the 
Pennsylvania company tracks, carrying? 
with it all the telegraph and telephone 
wires and blocking 
both main track?. 
Relief trains from Fort Wayne and .1 
special train loaded witli linemen was 
sent to the place, 
but 
although the 
tracks were clear by 11 o'clock the polls 
and wires Avere in such condition that 
the big gang will have to work late into 
the night to finish the job. 


The elevator, which was under course 
of construction^ was still without"the, 
necessary ballast to hold it,. and went 
all to pieces. 
The timbers bent and 
twisted, and most of the lumber was 
made practically useless, causing a lois 
estimated at upwards of twelve hun- 
dred dollar-». 


Farmer Narrowly Escapes. 


When Nicholas Kinder, who lives 03 
the north end of the village, went to his 
barn with his wife at 7 o'clock to milk 
the five cows in the big structure, he 
noticed that the wind was rather puffy. 
He dossed the doors and stepped back, 
and in a moment the ^hole building 
shook and the doors came in. 
Before 
he coTild reach the other door the whole 
end of the barn was bJown out and the 
loft fell in. 
Helpless with fear Mrs. 
Kinder watched her husband, and as the 
end of the barn 
came 
out. just es- 
caped being crushed under the end of it. 


Mr. Kinder's loss is very heavy, the 
barn itself having been built hardly a 
year, and the damag<i «n it was eati- 
mated today at from ,$600 to $1,000. 
-The five head of cattle and a horse in 
the building were not badlv hurt. 
Catholic Church Damaged. 


A cross on the spire of the Catholia 
church was bent over and the slate 
roof was daraage<l somewhat by tli« 
blow. 
From the sisters' house. In the 
church yard, the chimney was blown 
off and the fences and small building? 
were blown over. 


Several bams and sheds in the vil- 
lage were demolished, but the damage 
was confined to the western end of the 
town. 
The bam on the premise« of 
Jules Lourent, almost across the read 
from the Kinder farm, was torn down^ 
and the corn crib and several delapidat- 
ed sheds about the place were upset. 


Lake Everett, Too. 


One of the largest barns in the coun- 
ty, owned 
by Henry 
William», 
and 
situated on Lake Everett farm, six miles 
north of Areola, was torn to pieces bv 
the wind. 
No stock had been k€5»t in 
this building for some time. 


For several hours it was imposiible 
to get any telephone or telegraph con- 
nections into or through the town, but 
by ten o'clock service was established 
to Fort W^ayne. 
It will require ssverat 
days to get the lines west of Areola to 
working. 
Here for probably a mile the 
poles are down and the wires are scat- 
tered over the fields. 


A windmill in the yard-of Dr. C. M. 
Glock, in Areola, -was blown down, and 
hundreds of apple and o^her fruit trees 
were carried away by the wind, 
llie 
trees on the Kinder farm and tbose ot 
the several farms surrounding it wsre 
uprooted and carried a number of rods. 


The wind took a swipe at Columbia 
City on its way. and telephone and 
telegraph service tliere, too, is demontl- 
ized. 
Although several bams are d o ^ 
there the damage was not as severe as 
that done at Areola and northern parts 
of Allen county. 


The storm came from the southwest 
and cut a path iiorth by west through 
tlie northern part of the county. 
The 
winds 
were 
of 
the typical western 
"twister" variety, the uprooted trees 
showing that the direction of the.blow 
varied. 
On the Kinder 
farm it. was " 
almost straight from the south, wl;ile at 
places less than a mile away the trees 
fell directly east. 
Reports from points 
south of Areola indicate that the storm 
did not assume large proportions until 
it reached the southern edge o^ the vil- 
lage, and the path was only about seven 
or eight miles long north of the town. "

COMPULSORY ARBITRATION. 


(Pittsburgh Dispatch.) 


A. M. Schoyer, of the Pennsylvania 
Lines "West, in advocating compulsory 
arbitration of wage vilisputes 
afTecting 
railroads before the International Rail- 
way Fuel association, in .<;ession at Chi- 
cago, suggests the establishment of a 
national court with broad powers and 
from whose decisions there should be no 
appeal except on points of law. He pre- 
dicts that the court, if established, will 
work Pi-udely at first because of ignor- 
ance of railway ronditions, but that it 
will grow more effective in time. 


This proposition, coming from such a 
source, is significant çf the trend of 
thought toward ideas Avhich only a few 
years ago were considered extreme. The 
plan amounts in principle to the fixing 
of the wages of tliis particular class of 
employes by law. It also illustrates the 
often-mentioned fact that the 
settle- 
ment of most of the questions about 
^^ hich men dispute is reached by compro- 
mise. 


There are special reasons 
of public 
policy not applicable to other lines of 
industry which argue in favor of the 
plan as applied to railroads. It is not 
likelv that it would be long in use there, 
however, until a demand would arise for 
its extension to other lines.

Atlanta, Oa., iilay 21- Atlanta to New 
York by jitney is tlic ambilious project 
of promoters in Atlanta, wlio say that 
the first overland jitney line in the Uni- 
ted States will b(> an iictiiality within 
a feAV weeks. 
This line will reacJi New 
York by way of \\'nsliingtoT). The name 
"jitney"' will ])p n>f'i], althoiiglj the fares 
charged will lu- 
siinip as those now 
in vogne by tbi^ steam or trolley lines 
ninning i)arnl]('l to Iho jitney routes. 


Tlie jjronioters intend to make At- 
lanta, tlic liuli of a number of overland 
jitney lines, extending nortliwest to link 
up with the metropolis of tiie southeast, 
such 
cities as Hichmond, 
Washington, 
THaltimore, Philadr-lphia and New York. 
The plan outlined is .tr unique as the 
jirojef't is atnliitious. 


To Make Railroad Time. 


The first lines will bp from Atlanta 
to Aiken, S. ('., on tlie northeast, ;^ront- 
gomerv on the. southwost and Chatta- 
nooga on the northwest, tlieSp to be ini- 
tial links in the jitney lines to New 
York arid New Orleans. 
The plan is to 
form an association, each member oper- 
atin-r his r-ars over a specified number of 
miles, ronstituting one link in the route. 
Eafli soheduled car's run will be about 
twenty-five miles. The association will 
establish headquarters and will require 
an initiation fee and dues 
for 
their 
maintenance: 


Operators who fail to provide suit- 
able 
cars, or 
emergency in 
case of 
breakdown, or who fail to maintain the 
schedule, will lose their franchise. The 
time made, except in cities, will be about 
the same as is made by the average 
steam train. 
While the announcement 
is made that actual work is now in prog- 
ress on this plan the movements of the 
promoters are shrouded in considerable 
mystery. The first public announcement 
was made in a Washington newspaper 
Sunday, date lined from Atlanta.

IS RAISING BELLADONNA. 


Indiana Company, Unable to Import It 
From Germany, Grows Drug. 


Greenfield, Ind., May 21.—Eli Lilly 4 
Co., at its experimental 
farm, 
near 
Greenfield, is raising an unusual crop of 
belladonna, the field of ten acres where 
this crop is being raised being probably 
the only one of its kind in the country. 


The war has inconvenienced 
many 
chemical manufacturers on account of 
the delay and inability to procure drugs 


from Germany. 
Belladonna 
grows in 
southern Germany, where it is cultivated, 
dried and prepared for shipment. The in- 
dustry is extensive, as the supply for 
the whole world is procured from that 
country. It is a tall, bushy herb, which 
grows to a height of four or five feet. 
It resembles a tobacco plant, has dull 
green leaves, and, after blooming, a 
black berry appears about the size of a 
cherrj'. The plant has a large tapering 
root, and is poisonous, both root and 
leaves. The leaves and roots are used 


as anodynes, and doctois of the ey® 
use it to dilate the pupil.

A Greek play of unique character is 
to be given the latter part of this month 
in Philadelphia by a former resident of 
this city, L. Eastwood Seibold, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Henry J. Seibold and a 
nephew of Mr. and Mrs. N. H. Ransom, 
of Lakeside. 
Sincc moving to Philadel- 
phia nine years ago Mr. 
Seibold 
has 
written and produced 
a great 
many 
amateur plays, the best of which have 
been of a religious nature. 
Two years 
ago church circles throughoiit the east 
were stirred b - the 
beautiful . Bible 
drama, "Israel," which he wrote and 
presented before a big convention of Bi- 
ble school workers in the First Baptist 
church of Philadelphia, where he is a 
member. 
This was presented a niimber 
of. evenings, having between two 
and 
three hundred performers, and most of 
the costumes and stage properties were 
especially 
imported 
from 
Palestine. 
Since then Mr. Seibold in addition 
to 
these plays, wrote as well as directed a 
huge historical pageant in Narberth, Pa., 
in which no less than Ave himdred peo- 
ple appeared. 


On the 13th of this month he arrang- 
ed and presented, a 
pageant 
on the 
American Indian, based vipon Longfel- 
low's "Hiawatha," with "sixty 
people 
taking part. 


As a result of successful work this 
winter Mr. Seibold has organized a dra- 
matic club known as "The Eastwood 
Players," who made their debut in "The 
Vigil," an old English miracle play by 
Clarke Smithe, of Saint Luke's school, 
Wayne, Pa., before the 
Philomusician 
club, one of Philadelphia's leading edu- 
cational organizations. 


Mr. Seibold has stiidied 
extensively 
the art of stagecraft and is a devotee to 
all new theories in the stage world. 


"The UnknowTi God," the Greek play 
about to be given, deals with a most 
familiar story, but one, that so far as 
is known, has never before been used 
for dramatic work. 
The scenes are laid 
• in the palace of Dionysius in Athens, 
at the time of Paul's visit to that great 
city. 
Months of study and preparation 
have lieen given to the sumptuous stage 
settings and magnificent costumes which 
introduce the new Retnhart theory of 
the emotional value and symbolical use 
of color to further interpret the lineê. 
This advance idea which comes to us 
from Berlin is an interesting innovation 
and one worthy of gertous attention. 
It 
has been carefiilly worked out 
by Mr. 
Seibold and proves itself a decided fca-

NEiyiSCUIIMEII 


Again Denies He Was Di- 
recting Mind in Colorado 
Mine Strike. 


Washington, May 21.—John D. Rocke- 
feller, Jr., read a detailed statement at 
the resumption yesterday of his exami- 
nation before the industrial 
relations 
committee in connection with the Colo- 
rado strike. 
He reaffirmed his denial 
that he was the directing mind in tlie 
strike and detailed suggestions he made 
for bringing an end to the industrial 
strife. 


Mr. Rockefeller in support of his con- 
tention that every effort vas made to 
bring about peace, read letters and tele- 
grams containing the substance of sug- 
gestions made by him and associates to 
the Denver office of the Colorado Fuel 
and Iron company during the strike. 


I^Ir. Rockefeller denied that he or hia 
associates had anything to do with the 
piosecution of John R. Lawson, mine 
union official recently convicted of mur- 
der in Colorado, as he said newspapers 
have stated. 
Mr. Rockefeller reiterated 
his announced intention of visiting Colo- 
rado to investigate conditions which he 
said had so far been prevented by an 
unfortunate succession of events. 
^Ir. 
Rockefeller also gave the commission 
the statement of denial be made to the 
press on April 25 las^ in answer to the 
charge that correspondence filed with 
the commission shows that he exercised 
a "personal influence that extended even 
to the state house at Denver, and pre- 
sumed to dictate letters that went out 
to the president of the United States 
and to the governors of the states, over 
the signature of the governor of Colo- 
rado." 


After quoting from the statement he 
made at the commission's hearings in 
New York last January 
to the effect 
that he never sought to dictate a policy 
or to arbitrarily control any situation 
relative to the strike ^Ir. 
Rockefeller 
said that "all policies, as well as mat- 
ters "of detail, were decided upon 
ajad 
carried out by the executive officers at 
Denver without asking our advice." ]V£r. 
Rockefeller then gave the "substance of 
every suggestion which we made to the 
Denver office during the strike," quoting 
the letters and telegrams bringing forth 
these suggestions. 
The suggestions Mr. 
Rockefeller grouped under ten headings, 
as follows: "That an investigation by 
three federal judges be invited; that pro- 
vision be made for injured employes and 
their families; that disinterested media- 
tors be appointed to intervene; that the 
operators reiterate their acceptance of 
Governor Ammons' proposition of settle- 
ment; that a plan to get together be 
developed; that disputed points, other 
than union recognition, be submitted to 
a board to be appointed by the presi- 
dent of the United States;'that a plan 
of publicity be developed; that a plan 
of organization to secure collective bar- 
paining, and opportunity for presenting 
employes' grievances be considered; sug- 
gestion in regard to President Wilson's 
plan of truce and that a plan of self- 
government for employes be considered." 


Mr. Rockefeller denied the statement 
that "I kneAv on th© admission of my 
Dwn agents in the field that the Colo- 
rado Fuel and Iron company controlled 
the prices and fixed the working cohdi- 
•^iona at the mines." 


He said the wrong conclusions were 
drawn from a letter from Sir. Bowers 
to him in which Mr. Bowers referred to 
the prices or wages paid men for mining 
coal and not to the prices at which coal 
was sold. 
The Colorado Fuel and Iron 
company as the largest factor in tlie 
field, he said, was usually first in mak- 
ing changes 
in 
operating 
conditions, 
their lead being sometimes followed and 
Bometimes disregarded. 


Regarding statements that he and his 
associates participated in the prosecution 
of John R. Lawson, Mr. Rockefeller said: 
"I desire to state 
imequivocally 
that 
neither I nor any of my associates has 
had any connection whatsoever with this 
case." 


"As to the future," Mr. 
Rockefeller 
concluded, "we are bending everr energy 
toward the development of soimd condi- 
tions and in that effort w© seek the co- 
operation of all those interested in es- 
tablishing relations of mutual confidence 
and advantage between the various ele- 
ments aaaociated in the industrial life 
of the state of Colorado."

The Daily Mail and other newspapei's 
under the same ownership have

agreed upon a verdict for'the defendant. 
\Mien the roll was called bj' the clerk, of 
the court, eleven of the jjurors said they 
were in favor of a verdict tor the de- 
fendant, but the twelfth, Edward Burns, 
a Syracuse motorman, arose in his seat 
and said: 
"I am-for the plaintiff." 


Justice Andrews himself had been in- 
formed before the jurj- entered the room 
that a ' verdict had 
been 
found. 
The 
spectators were warned that any demon- 
stration would be met with severe pim- 
ishment. 
Then the jury was brought in 
and the foreman made his 
announce- 
ment. 
After Burns had dissented Jus- 
tice Andrews sent the jury back to its 
room.

Before entering the court room the 
jury sent a note 
to Justice 
Andrews 
asking for a conference with him. 
Jus- 
tice Andrews informed the twelve men 
they could ask any questions they de- 
sired in open court. 
The jurors talked 
"'among themselves for a minute or so 
and then annoimced that they desired 
to return to their room for further de- 
liberation. 


The note the jury addressed to Jus- 
tice Andrews Avas 
said to 
have

tained this sentence: 
"A peculiar situ- 
ation has arisen upon which we request 
your advice in the jury room." 


Justice Andrews was informed by the 
foreman that the jury stood unanimous

Washington,, May 21.—The National 
Old Trails road is now open from" thè 
Atlantic to the Pacific coast of the Uni- 
ted States, according to a report pre- 
pared by Miss Elizabeth Butler Gentry, 
of ' Kansas City, chairman of the road 
committee of the Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution. 
The road has been 
mapped, and for most of the distance 
from Washington to San Francisco has 
been marked by painted posts. 


At the 1911 convention of the D. A. 
R., the committee announced its inten- 
tion to have the road ready for com- 
fortable travel to the Panama-Pacific ex- 
position. At the convention in Wash- 
ington last week, it was able to an- 
nounce that this had been accomplished. 
A motorist can .now start from New 
York, Miss Gentry's report states, and 
travel the road to San Francisco com- 
fortably in five weeks, and have an ap- 
proved hotel to stop in every night. 


These historic trails are included in 
the routes: From Boston to New York, 
the Boston post road; from New York 
to Mount Vernon, the George Washing- 
ton road; from Hampton to Cumberland, 
Braddock's road; from Ctimberland to 
St. Louis, the Cumberland road; from 
St. Louis to New Franklin, Boon's Lick 
roaAi; from New Franklin to Santa Fe, 
the Santa. Fe trail; from Santa Fe to 
Los Angeles, Grand Canyon route; San 
Diego to San Francisco, El Camino Real; 
from Independence, Mo., to 
Olympia,

Atlanta, Ga., May 21—Atlanta to Xew 


York by jitney is the ambitious project 
of promoters in Atlanta, who say that 
the first overland jitney line in the Uni- 
ted States will bc an actuality within 
a few weeks. This line will reach Xew 
York by way of Washington. The name 
"jitney" will be used, although the fares 
charged will be the same as those .now 
in vogue by the steam or trolley lines 
runnins parallel to the jitney routes. 


The promoters intend to make At- 


lanta Hie hub of a number of overland 
jitney lines, extending northwest to link 
'up with the metropolis of the southeast, 


- such cities as Richmond, Washington. 


Baltimore, Philadelphia and New York. 
The plan outlined is as unique as the 
project is ambitious.

to Aiksn. S. C., on the. northeast, Mont- 
gomery on the, southwest and Chatta- 
iiooga'on the northwest, these to he ini- 
tinl links in the jitney lines to Xew 
York and New Orleans. The plan, is to 
form an association, each member oper- 
ating his t-ars over a specified number of 
miles, constituting one link in (he-route. 
.Endi sfhertnleri car's, run will be about 
twcntV'livp miles. The association-will 
establish headquarters and will require 
nn initiation fee. and dues 
for 
their 


maintenaiw.

The 
timn made, except in cities, will be about 
the same as is made by the

steam train. While the announcement 
is made that actual work ia now in prog- 
ress on this plan the movements of the 
promoters" are shrouded in considerable 
mystery. The first public announcement 
was made in a Washington newspaper 
Sunday, date lined from Atlanta.

CONTROVERSY OVER BODY. 


Clinton Undertaking Firms Wfll Go to 


Law Over Corpse. 


Clinton. Ind., May 21.—A controversy 


between two undertaking firms here has 
led to one man's body, that of Peter 
Eagles, an Austrian miner, thirty-one 
years old, being held pending HtigaliSJn 
as to "rights of property." 
The man 


died at the State Tuberculosis hospital, 
at Rockville, and Kelley & Becker -went 
for the body and cmbelined it. The J. N. 


Frist Undertaking and Livery company 
had an order from the townshio trustee 
for the body, the miners' local union and 
the township having to pay the expenses 
of burial. Kelley & Becker refused to 
give it up, and' a writ of replevin then 
was issued from a justice of the peace 
court. fitUl there t?as a refusal unless 
the embalming and haulage were paid 
for. 


Kelley & Becker contend that the 


man's best friend told them they should 
go for the body. They have given bond 


for the caro of the body, and say they 
stand trial as to "rights of property.' 
The attorneys employed have been look: 
ing up authorities in such cases.

IS RAISING BELLADONNA. 


Indiana Company, Unable to Import It 


From Germany, Grows Drug. 


Greenfield. Tnd., May 21.—Eli Lilly i 


Co., 
at its experimental 
farm, 
near 


Greenfield, is raising an unusual crop of 
belladonna, the field of ten acres where 
this crop is being raised being probably 
the only one of its kind in the country. 


The war has 
inconvenienced many 


chemical manufacturers on account of 
the delay and inability to procure drugs 


from Germany. 
Belladonna grows in 


southern Germany, where it is cultivated, 
dried and prepared for shipment. The in- 
dustry is extensive, as the supply for 
the whole world is procured from that 
country. It is a tall, bushy herb, which 
grows to a height of four or five feet. 
It resembles a tobacco plant, has dull 
green leaves, and, after blooming, a 
black berry appears about the size of a. 
cherry. The plant has a large tapering 
root, and is poisonous, both root and 
leaves. The leaves and roots are used 


as anodynes, and doctors of the eye 
use it to dilate the pupil. 


Great interest is taken in the result 


of the tests being made at the Lilly 
farm.

Mine Strike. 


Washington, May 21.—John D. Rocke- 


feller, Jr., reail a detailed statement at 
the resumption yestcnlay of his exam: 
nation before the industrial 
relations 


committee in connection with the t'olu- 
rado strike. 
He reallirmed his di-nia' 


that ho was the directing mind in thv 
Btrike and detailed suggestions he m.;ile 
for bringing an end to the industrial 
strife. 


Mr. Rockefeller in support of his con- 


tention that every effort was wade i<> 
bring about peace, read letters and tele- 
grams containing the substance of sug- 
gestions made by him and associates to 
the Denver oflice of the Colorado Kuul 
and Iron company during the strike. 


Mr. Uockcfejlcr denied that he or his 


associates had anything- to do with the 
prosecution of John R. Lawson, mine 
union ollicial recently convicted of mur- 
der in Colorado, as he said newspapers 
have stated. Mr. Rockefeller reiterated 
his announced intention of visiting Colo- 
rado to investigate conditions which ho 
said had so far been prevented by an 
unfortunate, succession of events. Mr. 
Rockefeller also gave the commission 
the statement of denial ho made to the 
press on April 25 last in answer to thi. 
charge that correspondence filed 
the commission shows that he exereisec 
a "personal influence that extended even,', 
to the state house at Denver, and pre- 
sumed to dictate letters that went out 
to the president of the United States 
and to tlio governors of the states, over 
the signature of the governor of Colo- 
rado."' 


After quoting from the statement ho 


made at the commission's hearings in 
Xew York hist January to the effect 
that he never sought to dictate a policy 
or 'to arbitrarily control any situation 
relative to the strike Mr. Rockefeller 
said that "all policies, as well as mat- 
ters of detail, were decided upon and 
carried out by the executive officers at 
Denver without asking our advice." Mr. 
Rockefeller then gflA'c the "substance of 
every suggestion which Wo made to the 
Denver office during the strike," quoting 
the letters and telegrams bringing forth 
these suggestions. 
The suggestions Mr. 


Rockefeller grouped under ten headings, 
RS follows: "That an investigation by 
three federal judges he invited; that pro 
vision be made for injured employes and 
their families; that disinterested" media- 
tors be appointed to intervene; that the 
operators reiterate their acceptance of 
Governor Ammons' proposition of settle- 
ment; that a plan to get together bo 
developed; that disputed points, other 
than union recognition, be submitted to 
a hoard to bo appointed by the presi- 
dent of the' United States; that a plan 
of .publicity be developed; that a plan, 
of organization to secure collective bar- 
paining, and opportunity for presenting 
employes' grievances be considered; sug- 
gestion, in regard to President Wilson's 
plan of truce and that a plan of self- 
government for employes be considered." 


Sir.' Rockefeller "denied the -statement 


that "I knew on the admission of my 
own agents in the. field that the Colo- 


', !»do Fuel a.nd Iron company controlled 


the prices and fixed the working condi- 
tions at the mines." 


He: said the wrong conclusions were 


drawn from a letter from Mr. Bowers 
to him in which. Mr. Bowers referred to 
the prices or wages paid men for mining 
ccal and not to the prices at which coal 
wns sold. The Colorado Fuel and Iron 


'/ 
company as the'largest factor in the 


. field, he said, was usually first in mak- 


ing changes in 
operating '•ouditions, 


. their lead being sometimes followed and 


sometimes disregarded. 


Regarding statements that he and his 


associates participated in the prosecution 
of John R. Lawson, Mr. Rockefeller said: 
"I _ desire to state unequivocally that 
neither I nor any of my associates has 
had any connection whatsoever with this 
case." 


"As to the future," Mr. Rockefeller 


concluded, "we are bending even' energy 
toward the development of sound condi- 
tions and in that effort we seek the co- 
operation of all those interested in es- 
tablishing relations of mutual confidence 
and advantage between the various ele- 
ments associated in the industrial life 
of the state of Colorado."
